Haig will try to offset 
arms deal with Saudis

WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
State Aldkander Haig will arrive in 
Israel on Sunday with a detailed list 
of new measures designed to. ease 
Israeli concerns over planned U:S. 
arms sales to Saudi Arabia, (J.S.. of- 
ficials disclosed yesterday. 

The secretary and his top aides, in 
cooperation with the Pentagon, 
have come up with several specific 
steps to assist Israel's own defence 
industries, including . new co- 
production arrangements.

Mordechai Zipori announced 
.yesterday that henceforth, any im- 
ports by the defence estabKshemnet 
of over SI million wiU have to be ac- 
companied by a redprocal arrange- 
ment for the purchase of some 
Israeli ptoducts. . 

Reviewing his recent talks in 
Washington, Zipori noted that 
Israel spends overS2.5.bQHon a year 
in the U.S. To improve the employ- 
ment situation here, he said, 
reciprocal arrangements whereby 
American companies would order 
some of the piecework in Israel are 
necessary. It would also help if part 
at the American foreign aid grant 
coukl be spent locally, he added, in- 
stead of used for purchases in the 
U.S. 


From now on, any contract ovct 
Sim. will have to be reviewed by 
Zipori personally to ensure that the 
reciprocity is met. He remarked 
that Israel will have to repay the 
U.S. S700m. worth of security loans 
this year and Sib. next year. 

In a report to the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee, 
Zipori said he noted from his talks 
that a new era had opened in Israel- 
U.S. realations. The U.S. is ready 
and willing to conduct a strategic 
dialogue with Israel. 

He said he told his interlocutors 
in Washington that there is virtually 
no likelihood of the Saudis using 
their sophisticated American arms 
against the Soviet Union. However, 
he told them, there is every chance 
the Saudis' would use these arms 
against Israel.

Over the strenuous. opposition of 
the Alignment, the Knesset yester- 
day authorized the minister of in- 
terior to overset next week's 
Histadrut elections to ensure that 
they are conducted honestly. 

This was one of some two dozen 
laws that the coalition- rushed - 
through the legislative mill, many of 
them without any members 
registered for debate, in the last ses- 
sion before the Pegsoh recess. 

Because the Tenth Knesset elec- 
tions have been advanced ip June 
30, the summer term wQl last for 
only two weeks; beginning May 11. 

• The “Histadrut elections law” is 
an amendment to the Public Bodies 
Ejection Law, which provides for 
government supervision of elections' 


held" by public bodies — if they so 
request it. 

But the amendment cancels that 
proviso with respect to “elections to 
the central institution of a labour 
organization of more than a million 
members.” It was supported by the 
coalition and Shinui, and was op- 
posed by the Alignment, the Com- 
munists, Shulamit Aloni, and Gi- 
deon Hausner. 

The amendment was initiated by 
Meir Cohen (Herut), the current 
leader of the Likud faction in the 
Histadrut.

Haddad says he’ll fight 


army’s move to south

TAIBE, Lebanon. — Militia com- 
mander Major Sa'ad Haddad 
yesterday threatened forcibly to 
resist attempts to deploy Lebanese 
Army regulars near the northern 
bonier of the Christian enclave. He 
also warned UN I FI L commander, 
Major-General William Callaghan, 
not to try and extend his force's 
control southward into the enclave. 

Haddad spoke at a press con- 
ference with foreign correspondents 
following Callaghan’s statements 
that he intended to extend the area 
under UNIFiL control, and intel- 
ligence reports that the Lebanese 
Army planned to send a second bat- 
talion to the south. 

The press conference was held 
several hours after Israel Defence 
Force sappers blew up three houses 
in Toulin, near here, in an incident 
which escalated into a clash with 
UN troops, according to a UNIFIL 
announcement 

A Lebanese sergeant was killed in 
the incident, according to reports 
from Beirut. 

The IDF said one soldier was 
slightly injured when the houses. 


which served terrorists, were blown 
up. 

A UN spokesman in Beirut said 
that after the demolition, a joint 
patrol of Lebanese soldiers and 
UNIFIL men went to Toulin to in- 
vestigate and “came under small 
arms fire which they returned.” A 
Lebanese soldier was wounded in 
the clash, Beirut sources added. 

But military sources in Tel Aviv 
vociferously denied there had been 
-any direct or indirect hostile con- 
tact between IDF forces in Toulin 
and UNIFIL or Lebanese army 
troops. 


Haddad maintained that his policy 
was tacitly backed by Lebanon's 
President Elias Sarkis, several 
ministers and Chief of Staff Victor 
Khonri. '‘They asked ns, unofficially, 
to bold on, not to give up,” be said. 
“Tfaey are unable to declare their opi- 
nion openly (because) if they do they 
will efisappear,” be continued.

UNIFIL encroachment. "We won’t 
give up even if we’re exterminated,” 
he declared.

Reagan walks, sees Oscars, 


may leave hospital next week 


WASHINGTON. — President 
Ronald Reagan got out of his 
hospital bed for a walk yesterday 
and aides said he might return to the 
White House by next week. 

White House chief of staff James 
Baker described Reagan as “cheer- 
ful,” sard he was up and about in his 
hospital room, and still wants to go 
to Mexico in late April to meet 
President Lopez Portillo. Reagan 
also watched part of the Academy 
Award presentations on television 
on Tuesday night. 

A bulletin issued by Reagan's 
personal physician at the White 
House said the president “continues 
to improve as well as can be ex- 
pected." Dr. Daniel Ruge said 
Reagan's diet has been changed 
£p3« Jfquiti^^Udilood. . 

: “The president, is, in good condi- 
tion but is experiencing some pain 
and fatigue in response to his in- 
jury!” Ruge said. "The president 
slept well during the night and is up 
and ‘walking this morning."

James Brady, critically wounded 
when he was shot in tile head in 
Monday's assassination attempt, 
was reported by the White House to 
be making “astounding" progress. 

Brady was able to speak for the 
first time. But there was still no in- 
dication whether he suffered any 
mental impairment from the bullet 
removed from his brain in a five- 
hour operation. 

Vice-President George Busb took 
over the president's schedule at the 
White House, but the president 
would be making the major deci- 
sions from his hospital bed, aides 
said. 

“We would sure be hopeful that

Teachers protest docked pay 


Disruptions in 


schools today 


and tomorrow

Major disruptions in the 
country’s kindergartens, 
primary schools and junior high 
schools are expected today and 
tomorrow — with a one-day 
strike throughout the school 
system likely on Sunday — as 
teachers protest against the 
Treasury’s docking of theirpay. 

The Treasury's deduction of eight 
days of pay from the March salaries 
of teachers paid by the state 
because of teachers' sanctions and 
strikes during the month has also 
caused a new rift between Educa- 
tion Minister Zevulun Hammer and 
Finance Minister Yoram Aridor. 

In a ruling in favour of the 
teachers, the Jerusalem District 
Labour Court decided yesterday to 
extend the injunction against the 
government, prohibiting it from ap- 
plying to the Voluntary Arbitration 
Board over the unsigned 
government-teachers pay agree- 
ment reached on March 4. The 
court arrogated to itself the right to 
adjudicate regarding the agreement, 
which was left unsigned on the 
order of Aridor and Attorney- 
General Yitzhak Zamir, as the 
government argues it is in breach of 
the national wage agreement. 

The teachers contend that the 
agreement, which was concluded 
after weeks of negotiations between 
senior government officials and 
representatives of the two teachers' 
unions, is “valid, final and non- 


negotiable.” It awards the teachers 
a 7.65 per cent pay increase retroac- 
tive to September 1980. 

The court further ruled that until 
it hands down a judgment, the 
teachers may not embark on further 
sanctions or strikes. The court, 
which will probably convene next 
week to rule on the agreement, 
recommended that the government 
and teachers attempt to reach a 
compromise outside the court 

Earlier yesterday, the leaders of 
the Histadrut Teachers Union and 
the Secondary School Teachers As- 
sociation decided to hold a one-day 
strike and a demonstration outside 
the Prime Minister's Office on Sun- 
day to protest against the docking of 
pay. This would affect most 
kindergarten s and primary school 
teachers (who are members of the 
Histadrut union) and some junior 
high school teachers. (Most secon- 
dary school teachers are paid 
directly by local authorities, and 
their pay cheques for March were 
not docked.) . 

But following the labour court 
ruling, a rift erupted between the 
two unions. The Histadrut union is 
demanding that all schools strike on 
Sunday, arguing that^xhe- court 
prohibition on labour action relates 
to the disputed agreement and not 
to the docked pay. But Secondary 
School Teachers Association 
leaders feared that a strike could be 
viewed by the labour court as con- 
tempt of court and were uncertain 
about whether to go through with it. 

Leaders of the two unions will

Shuafat Arabs detained as terrorist suspects

ABUHATZEIRA TRIAL 

Defence calls Fruchter 
‘brazen, barefaced liar’

Herman Fruchter of the Spinka 
yeshiva, a state's witness in the 
Abuhatzeira bribery trial, was a 
“cold-blooded, barefaced liar" who 
had “shamelessly and brazenly per- 
jured himself on the witness stand" 
and whose testimony therefore 
ought to be totally rejected. 

This in essence was the proposi- 
tion which defence counsel Shlomo 
Toussia-Cohen put to the Jerusalem 
District Court yesterday as he con- 
tinued his summation on behalf of 
Religious Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzeira. 

Fruchter had testified that he had 
given Yisrael Gottlieb, the key 
state's witness in the case, a total of 
IS26,000 in bribes which Got- 
tlieb said was for the minister^ 
political faction..->In return, the 
Spinka yeshiva -allegedly received 
inflated grants from the ministry. 

The prosecution submitted in 
evidence a tape-recording of a con- 
versation between Gottlieb and ' 
Fruchter last summer, during the 
police inquiry into the affair, in 
which Fruchter acknowledged that 
Gottlieb told him the bribes were 
"for the 'minister and (his aide and 
co-defendant Moshe) Gabai.” 

Gottlieb knew that the police 
were secretly recording the conver- 
sation, but Fruchter, according to 
the prosecution, did not. Hence the 
tape is important as a buttress for 
Gottlieb's version of the bribery 
deal. 

Toussia-Cohen sought to prove 
yesterday that Fruchter, too, knew 
the conversation was being 
recorded. Right at the start, as both 
he and Gottlieb had admitted in 
evidence, Gottlieb handed him a 
note asking him “not to talk about 
the $600 in this conversation.” 

“What possible conclusion tould 
Fruchter have drawn from that note 
other than that the conversation 
was being recorded?" Toussia- 
Cohen reasoned. “Why else, with 
just the two of them in the room and 
the door- shut, would Gottlieb sud- 
denly hand him a note...?" 

Twelve times during the conver- 
sation, Toussia-Cohen continued, 
Gottlieb said “I told you the money 
was for the minister and Gabai, 
didn't I?" And 12 times Fruchter 
agreed that indeed he had. This was 
“vastly overdone,’’ the lawyer 
argued, and was plainly intended for 
Fraud Squad chief Binyamin Siegel. 

The $600 which Gottlieb wanted 
to conceal from the police tape- 
recorder were a payment which he ’ 
Had received" fVora Fruchter and ! 


which fits’ Wad kept. Toussia-Cohen « demolished.' 


contended that just as Gottlieb had 
pocketed that payment, so too he 
had probably pocketed the other 
money which he hod received from 
Fruchter — if he had in fact 
received any. 

Today, Toussia-Cohen will ad- 
dress himself to Gottlieb's lengthy 
court testimony, and attempt to 
show that it was so riddled with con- 
fusion and contradictions as to be 
unreliable. 

As for Fruchter, the three judges 
agreed with the defence counsel 
that Fruchter had plainly lied about 
the source of the money which he 
allegedly used for the bribes. He 
had tofd the court, Toussia-Cohen 
recalled, that the source was an 
anonymous and now-deceased 
donor — who upon inquiry turned 
out to have been an indigent 
schoolmaster who had died leaving 
a widow in difficult circumstances. 

Fruchter spun out to the court an 
elaborate gfmairiya (number-letter 
game) based on the purported 
donor's name. But the judges con- 
cluded that the entire exercise was a 
transparent fabrication. 

Similarly — as the Spinka 
yeshiva's books showed beyond 
doubt — Fruchter had lied about 
how he had purportedly made the 
payments to Gottlieb. The cheques 
and bank-withdrawals that he refer- 
red to in evidence clearly did not fit 
the dates and other details of his ac- 
count. 

Judge Yehuda Cohen said that 
Fruchter might have been seeking 
“to cover up for the institution" and 
had therefore lied about the source 
of the money. “Does that mean he 
was necessarily lying about his hav- 
ing given the money to Gottlieb?" 

Toussia-Cohen replied that a man 
capable of peijuring himself so 
brazenly “to cover up” for his rebbe 
could not be believed as a prosecu- 
tion witness in. a criminal trial.

They further charge that 
Siegman misrepresented himself, 
after immigrating from the U.S. in 
1975, as a large and trusted diamond 
dealer. He received financing and 
diamonds from them. on the normal 
terms used in the branch, but failed 
to pay his debts,

Time ripe to go nuclear, 
Horev tells Knesset panel

Israel can buy nuclear power 
plants at increasingly convenient 
terms nowadays because toe foreign 
firms manufacturing such plants 
have excess production capacity, a 
Knesset sub-committee on nuclear 
electricity generation was told this 
week. 

Technion President Amos Horev, 
who briefed the sub-committee oh 
his recent visit to nuclear equip- 
ment manufacturers in Europe and 
North America, said that nuclear 
power plants for electricity now be- 
ing sold did not require sea .water 
for cooling purposes and hence 
could be built inland. 

Horev said that the brackish 
waters available in the Negev, 
which were too salty for farm irriga- 


tion, could be used to cool modem 
power plants, and the water could 
be recycled continually so that 
moderate quantities would be ade- 
quate. 

He said nuclear power could 
provide current at one-third of the 
cost of an oil-fired station and half 
the cost of a coal -Tired station. 
Nuclear generation would decrease 
Israel’s dependence on foreign oil 
and coal suppliers, he said. Hence, 
from every aspect, toe time was ripe 
to buy, Horev said. 

Horev said the decision to go 
nuclear was a political decision. 
However, technological considera- 
tions should influence a decision to 
buy from manufacturers making 
small-size plants, and plants in 
which Israeli know-how could 
provide auxiliary installations, or 
even complete elements, he said. 


Galilee moshavim not getting 
loans promised by Agency

TEL AVIV. — The livelihood of 
several thousand families in 30 
moshavim along the Lebanese 
border may be jeopardized if the 
Jewish Agency doesn’t provide 
them with the IS180 million loan 
promised for this fiscal year, Yekuti 
Rahamim, chairman of the Galilee 
Mmhavim'ASStfcfation, told a press 
conference here. yesterday. 

Two years ago, these villages 
were launched on a four-year plan 
to make' them economically in- 
dependent of the agency's settle- 
ment department. “Now toe agency 
says it doesn’t have the money for 
this year,” Rahamim said.

He was awarded a medal for 
bravery for dismantling a bomb out- 
side a Haifa school in 1969. 

Married and the father of two 
children, Caspi is now studying 
towards a master's degree in 
criminology. (Itim) 


10 Arabs arrested 
after Holon rampage 

TEL AVIV (Itim). — Ten construc- 
tion workers from toe West' Bank 
were arrested late Tuesday night 
after they and about 10 others al- 
legedly went on a car window 
smashing spree in Holon and as- 1 
saulted two civil guard volunteers. 


Settlement department director- 
general Shimon Ravid confirmed to 
The Jerusalem Post that no money is 
available for the moshavim, because 
the limited funds have been ear- 
marked for the mitzpim (lookouts) 
in Galilee.

In addition to 12 dunams 
of orchards, each family has an an- 
nual quota of 200,000 eggs or 15 
tons of poultry. "They can’t live on 
that," he charged. 


Traffic-light 
companies on 
strike in TA

Minor breakdowns were repaired 
by municipal Engineers. Municipal 
sources said yesterday that the city 
does not have money to pay the 
traffic-light companies. 

Municipal and police sources said 
that so far no serious trouble has 
been caused by the strike. 


Traffic whizzes 
over Geha overpass

TEL AVIV, — Afternoon rush hour 
traffic breezed along the New Geha 
Junction overpass yesterday, but 
congested lanes and long waits at 
traffic lights at other intersections 
on the Geha Road underlined toe 
need for additional overpasses. 

Built over a period of two years at 
a cost of IS45 million, the new over- 
pass opened on Monday eliminates 
traffic lights for some 47,000 vehi- 
cles travelling north and south each 
day.

A joint Solel Boneh-Public 
Works Department project, the 
four-lane, 50 metre-long overpass is 
part of a master plan to turn toe 
Geha Road into a superhighway 
from Ashdod to the Sharon junc- 
tion. i 

The construction of additional 
overpasses planned for the Te! 
Hashomer and Bar- 1 lan intersec- 
tions has been delayed by budgetary 
problems, PWD spokesman Meir 
Gazit said. 

Road work will continue for 
another three montos at the Geha 
intersection to lower toe highway 
under the overpass so that vehicles 
with a maximum height of 5.6 m. 
can pass through.

bank separately. 

A special feature at the program- 
me, scheduled to come into effect 
from April 15 until May 31, will be 
the offer to participants of a nine- 
. month loan worth up to half their 
deposit, at 72 per cent annual in- 
terest. The Treasury will supply the 
banks with cash to cover toe loans. 

Aside from life Rav Tachliti 
programme, which absorbed some 
IS5 billion from the public, toe fol- 
lowing other plans also expired on 
Mifrch 31: Breira DoUarit, Hemshech 
IS 10,000, and the housing savings 
plans Mashkanta Kfula and IS90.000. 
A new savings programme for 
housing will be published by the 
Treasuty in the next few days. _ 

As a result of the recent par- 
ticipation in savings plans, govern- 
ment printing of currency slowed 
down in recent months, and the 
final figure for fiscal 1980 which 
ended this week was IS2.8b. This is 
approximately the same amount as 
was printed in fiscal 1979, meaning 
that in real terms, there was a con- 
siderable drop.

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Hinckley wrote to actress 
about assassination 


plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — An 
obsessive infatuation with a 
precocious teen-age actress may 
have been the motive of the 
reclusive drifter charged with at- 
tempting to kiii U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan, investigative 
sources said on Tuesday. 

The blond, stocky suspect. John 
W. “Jack” Hinckley Jr., 25. out- 
lined his plans for the assassination 
plot in a letter to Jodie Foster, 18, 
who played a 12-year-old prostitute 
in the movie Taxi Driver and a strip- 
per in her most recent film role. 
Corny. 

"He did it for her.,” said one 
source closely familiar with the in- 
vestigation. "She's the key.” 

in Taxi Driver Robert De Niro 
told Foster. “If you don’t love me, 
I'm going to kill the president” 
Sources said Hinckley wrote to 
Foster several limes in recent 
months, threatening in one letter to 
kill Reagan for differing reasons, in- 
cluding what the wouid-be assassin 
felt was a snub of the actress. 

Police sources in New Haven, 
Connecticut, where Foster is enrol- 
led in college, said Hinckley was so 
obsessed he followed her last fail 
when she enrolled in Yale as a 
freshman. v' 

Foster never contacted New 
Haven police or federal authorities 


about any of the letters until after 
Reagan was shot, the sources said. 

A search of the Washington hotel 
room where Hinckley stayed the 
night before the Reagan shooting 
turned up photographs of Foster, 
and Secret Service agents who ar- 
rested Hinckley found a photograph 
of Lee Harvey Oswald, the assassin 
of President John Kennedy, holding 


a gun. 

Foster, still at Yale, said the FBI 
U.S. Attorney’s Office 


and the _ „ 

“have asked me to say nothing 
about Hinckley. “But I do wish to 
say that I have never met, spoken to 
or associated with him.” 

U.S. attorney Charles Ruff is ex- 
pected to personally handle the 
prosecution of Hinckley, who 

would face life in prison if convicted 
of attempting to assassinate a presi- 
dent. He is now confined at the 
Quantico Marine base 70 km. south 
of Washington in a two by three- 
metre cell equipped only with a cot 
and toilet, officials said. 

Hinckley had been scheduled to 
undergo a psychiatric examination 
on Tuesday, but the magistrate 
postponed it until yesterday after 
learning that he might be 
represented by new attorneys. A 
preliminary examination on the 
charges is scheduled for 10 a. m. to- 
day. 


Genscher-Brezhnev 
t alks begin today 


MOSCOW (Reuter); — West 
German Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dielrich Genscher arrives in 
Moscow today for talks likely to be 
overshadowed by East-West ten- 
sions over Poland. 

West German sources in the 
Soviet capital said the two days of 
discussions were expecled to centre 
on arms control measures proposed 
by President Leonid Brezhnev at 
the Soviet Communist Party 
Congress in February. 

But the sources said Genscher 
will also insist on discussing such is- 
sues as the political crisis in Poland 
and Soviet military involvement in 
Afghanistan. 

During a visit to Washington ear- 
ly last month, Genscher urged 
President Ronald Reagan to sup- 
port a swift resumption of 
American-Soviet talks over 
medium-range nuclear missiles in 
Europe.

Two Thai governments as 
premier won’t bow to coup 


BANGKOK (AP). — Thailand was 
faced with two governments yester- 
day after an early morning military 
coup against Prime Minister Prem 
Tinsulanonda, and Prem’s vow from 
a northeast Thailand army base that 
he would fight to keep his govern- 
ment in power. 

The coup came at 2 a.m. Radio 
Thailand announced an hour later 
that a “revolutionary council** of 
senior militaiy officers had taken 
over the government,- deposed 
Prem, suspended the constitution 
and dismissed the cabinet 

The announcement said the 
deputy army commander, Gen. 
Sant Chitpatiraa, would head the 
council, and that Prem had resigned 
both as prime minister and army 
commander. - 

However, a few hours later, Prem 
met with King Bhumipol Aduiyadej 
at bis Bangkok palace, and the 
prime minister and the entire royal 
family flew to the Suianare army 
base in northeast Thailand, head- 
quarters of the Thai Second Army. 
There, Prem announced on regional 


radio that he had not resigned and 
would fight the coup, with bis head- 
quarters at. the bare, 240 kilometres 
northeast of the capitaf.- 

Prem claimed the four Thai 
regional armies were behind him, 
and that the king and royal family 
were under his protection. 

In Bangkok, the revolutionary 
council announced it had taken 
over because,of the deterioration of 
Thai society, caused by an ineffec- 
tual bureaucracy, a rising crime 
rate, inflation and the eroding of the 
country’s . moral values. In a lengthy 
statement, the council promised to 
eliminate lawlessness and' to restore 
democracy and hold elections when 
“the situation is stable.”

Teheran’s waterlogged Azadi 
(freedom) Square for the rally, cal- 
led in support of die 80-year-old 
ayatollah on the second anniversary

Senior clergyman Ahmed Jannati 
made a brief speech and, with die 
rah, showing no sign of letting up, a 
resolution was read out cancelling 
the rally and the soaked crowd 
quickly dispersed.

standing by but in minutes it 
became obvious that our patient's 
condition was improving. He was 
going to be all right. 

ANAPHYLAXIS is the most severe 
and dramatic form of an allergic 
reaction. It results when various 
chemicals are suddenly released 
into the circulation. This may be in 
the injection of a drug or through a 
bite or sting. It may occur, however, 
by the intake of a drug via another 
route, or even by ingesting certain 
foodstuffs. Often, but not always, 
there is a previous history of ex- 
posure to the offending substance. 

The anaphylactic reaction itself 
varies in severity. In very mild cases 
it may be marked by no more than 
some local swelling and itching at 
the injection site. Sometimes, as in 
the case mentioned here, there is 
asthma. In a more severe case, there 


may also be a feeling of constriction 
around the chest, abdominal pain 
and vomiting. In the worst cases, 
the blood circulation may fail, and 
coma and death ensue rapidly un- 
less the correct medical measures 
are promptly implemented. These 
cases are, thankfully, rare. 

IT IS DIFFICULT to predict what 
substances mil provoke anaphylaxis 
in a susceptible individual unless 
there has been direct previous ex- 
perience. Then steps can be taken 
to minimize the risk of any future 
contact. 

Penicillin is a notorious cause of 
anaphylaxis, and this is reason for 
the dcin ‘'test” widely employed in 
Israel to check for possible sen- 
sitivity before beginning a course of 
the drug. A negative test, however, 
does not entirely exclude the pos- 
sibility of systemic sensitivity. Un- 


fortunately, there are cases on 
record where the skin lest itself has 
caused a severe anaphylactic reac- 
tion. Far belter to take a .careful 
history of possible allergy to drugs 
and avoid taking or prescribing 
drugs unnecessarily. In case I have 
worried anybody about this, I 
should add that although mild al- 
lergic reactions to penicillin are not 
uncommon, severe anaphylaclic 
reactions to the drug are very rare. 

it is noL always possible to avoid 
exposure entirely to the potentially 
harmful agent, even when -one 
knows for certain what that is. Two 
patients in my practice have to be 
particularly wary of certain types of 
insect stings. Accordingly, they 
always carry around with them a 
syringe, needle and an ampule of 
adrenalin. In the event of such a 
sting, they can inject themselves im- 
mediately. This would delay the 
anaphylactic reaction long enough 
for them to reach medical help.

IF, in seven attempts at 
choreography, one work shows real 
talent and another looks like a good 
try, that is a more than worthwhile 
result. Certainly such a conclusion 
could be drawn from the “Fred 
Berk SLage for Dancers” program- 
me presented in the Tel Aviv 
Museum on Sunday by the dance 
secdon of the Central Library for 
Music and Dance. 

Victoria Green's Dirge was out- 
standing in conception, evolution 
and achievement. Tbe ideas of 
death and mourning, personal and 
communal, were shaped with an eye 
to the sculpture of dance and 
without overstressing any story line. 
The music, described as “anthology 
for flamenco” was really a series of 
keening songs alternating witb drum 
beats and bugle sound that set the 
emotive impulse. 

The dancers from the Ga’aton 
studios conveyed patterns of motion 
and emotion admirably. With a little 
trimming (more integration of the 
couple, for instance), this work 
could go into any repertoire. 


Something bright came from Judy 
Barkan whose Clock Shop began 
with the reading of an Alterman 
poem. The clockwork that fol- 
lowed, done by a young Wingate In- 
stitute group, was well organized 
and served as a lively endpiece. 

The other try-outs had their 
merits. Two pieces of classical 
choreography, one by Graciella 
Kozak, the other by Maura Eden 
and Rivka Zamir, proved that it 
takes* more than good ideas to make 
good dances. They inspired a 
healthy respect for those classical 
choreographers who not only have 
something to show, but also know 
how to show it. Merav Zimri's Your 
Soul is Like a Battlefield, danced by 
herself, was set mostly against a 
child's wailing. This kind of 
counterpoint needs the Cun- 
ningham touch and technique.

Pita in a class 
of its own 

BACK TO SCRATCH/Phyllis Clazer 


TWICE A WEEK, at 4.30 a.m.. a 
former aeronautics engineer climbs 
on his bike in Givatayim and rides 
to work, a small pita factory in the 
heart of the Carmel Market. There 
he bakes, sons and packs pita till 7 
a.m. and then distributes them for 
sale to health food stores, the 
“Banana” vegetarian restaurant, 
and to loyal fans of this special pita 
around Tel Aviv. 

Nimrod’s pitas are far superior to 
regular ones, both in taste and 
nutritional value, because he bakes 
them from his own recipe, using 
whole wheat flour. It was not easy 
to convince the local bakery to al- 
low him the time for his “ex- 
periment.” Now they are glad they 
did. The response has been tremen- 
dous: orders have grown from 
several hundred to over 2,500 a 
week in a few short months. 

For Nimrod Sheinman, the road 
to the pita factory was found 
through dedication to a healthy 
cause. He became a vegetarian and 
health food enthusiast during travels 
in the Far East. After getting his 
degree in engineering from the 
Technion, Nimrod worked to buy a 
ticket for his dream tour. His travels 
took him to Nepal, where he stayed 
seven weeks, three in Katmandu, 
and three in the Himalayas, before 
spending a week in the hospital with 
dysentery. Then it was onward 
through Thailand, Hongkong, the 
Philippines and finally New 
Zealand. He used his camera along 
the way, and one of his photos, 
taken in New Zealand, was just 
awarded third prize in an inter- 
national competition sponsored by 
Nikon. 

DURING his travels he met an 
Austrian vegetarian who introduced 
him to the “ways and means." 
Nimrod, who had always loved to 
cook, began cooking for people in 
exchange for lodging. In Australia, 
he aiso got his first taste of a bakeiy. 

Once home in Israel again. 
Nimrod slowly but surely sought ac- 
tive measures to educate people 


about the benefits of vegetarianism. 
Besides earning his daily bread by 
making whole wheat pitas — plain, 
sesame, onion and za’atar (mie! 
thyme), Nimrod teaches vegetarian 
cookery at a yoga centre in Tel Aviv 
and at a community centre in 
Rishon Lezion. Although his pita 
recipe remains a secret, he is happy 
to share an equally interesting and 
delicious recipe for whole wheat 
onion rolls. Their rich flavour, he 
tells me, is due to the onions cooked 
in olive oil, and he notes that these 
rolls are easy to prepare with the 
help of an electric mixer, 

NIMROD’S ONION ROLLS 
3 tablespoons olive oil 
Yt cup finely chopped onions 
5-6 cups whole wheat flour 
i¥i teaspoons salt 
3 tablespoons brtiwn sugar 
(or 2 tablespoons honey) 

/ teaspoon of mixed herbs 
(za'atar, oregano, thyme, basil ) 

2 packages dry yeast (or 60g. fresh) 

2 cups hot tap water 

In a small frying pan, fry onions in 
olive oil till golden, about 5-10 
minutes. Set aside two tablespoons 
of cooked onions and add the rest to 
an electric mixing bowl. Add the 
water, two cups of flour, sugar, salt, 
herbs, and yeast. Mix ai low speed 
for two minutes. 

Add one more cup of flour and 
beat at high speed for two rainuLes. 
Stir in two more cups of flour to 
make a soft dough. Turn out on a 
floured board and knead till sm- 
ooth, about 5 minutes, adding flour 
as needed to prevent sticking. 

Turn dough over in a greased 
bowl, cover and let rise in a warm 
place until doubled in bulk, about 1 
hour. Punch down and divide into 
20 equal pieces. (Part of the dough 
may be frozen ai this point for 
future use.) Flatten each piece into 
a 8 cm. circle. Place on a greased 
baking sheet. Spread a little of the 
reserved onion on each, cover and 
let rise until almost doubled (about 
I hour). Bake in a 37SF (I90C) oven 
for 20-25 minutes, or until browned. 
Serve warm with butter or toasted.

Histadrut elections 
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FACING THE CHALLENGE 

In the second of two articles analyzing the strengths and 
weaknesses of Israel’s economy, RICHARD AB LIN .examines 
developments after 1978. 


lo late 1978, monetary policy 
shifted from a permissive stance to 
one of extreme tightness. This 
lasted until about the third quarter 
of 1979. The deliberate part of t this 
tight-money policy, through restric- 
tions by the Bank of Israel on free, 
credit, was greatly strengthened by 
the new cyclical upswing that oc- 
curred at the same time. 

The expansion of economic ac- 
tivity poured higher tax revenue 
into the public coffers thereby 
diminishing the need for printing ! 
money, which shrank to little or 
nothing for the first half of 1979. 

The combination of a tight 
monetary policy with economic ex- 
pansion and higher tax revenues 
resulted in monetary growth, in real 
terms, shifting from a rise in 1977 
and 1978 to an average 10 per cent 
contraction during. 1979. This in 
itself was enough to ensure a new 
recession in real demand by late 
1979 which, further pushed down by 
some fiscal steps, deepened in the 
first quarter of’. 1980. 

However, in the last quarter of 
1979 there was a sudden about face 
in monetary policy, which ironically 
coincided with the arrival or Yigal 
Hurvitz as finance minister. The 
fiscal deficit expanded sharply — 
mainly because of the new reces- 
sion, and because the Treasury was 
unable to sell new linked govern- 
ment bonds in the face of sharply ; 
rising interest rales abroad. Direct 
money creation to finance the 
deficit therefore rose to IS600m. a 
month for four months from 
November 1979. . _ ; 

The question that immediately 
suggests itself is why the Treasury 
did not simply raise the interest rate 
offered on its bonds to offset the at- 
traction of much higher interest 
rates abroad. There is no good 
answer to that, except, perhaps, that 
the authorities were hidebound by 
rigid traditions. 

In addition, monetary expansion 
gathered force during 1979 and 1980 
from several sources. Despite ef- 
forts at reform, adherence to the ex- 
isting rules led to a record expan- 
sion of subsidized export credit by 
the Bank of IsraeL To this was ad- 
ded the major effect of the direct 
feedback of much higher inflation 
on the shekel value of aD die linked 
near-monies. 

In addition to this liquidity expan- 
sion, the extraordinary upsurge of 
inflation since early 1979 was 
boosted by two new cost pushes — 
the massive rise in ofl prices, and a. 
steep.' '-Ted ucUon=-«£=5Ub3idjes^: on 
baric consumer-goods -and^servi ces.

The renewed burst of monetary 
expansion' was enough to ensure at 
least a new economic upturn in the 
second half of 1980. However, the 
recovery has so far' been feeble in- 
deed, probably because the extraor- 
dinary thrust of inflation has kept 
real monetary expansion just slight- 
ly above zero. It is also very likely 
that hyperinflation has finally 
reached the point at which in- 
creased business uncertainty 
seriously diminishes the productive 
capacity of the economy. ■. 

The case against the monetary 
policy that has been pursued is, in 
summary, quite simply that it has 
failed to focus on its proper* macro- 
economic targets; i.e. a non- 
inflationaiy monetary growth, with 
counter-cy clical var iations. 

Consciously or not, the govern- 
ment has used money creation to 
impose an inflation tax in order to 
finance various secondary objec- 
tives, such as deficit spending, the 
subsidization of exports, or the 
determination of an arbitrary ex- 
change' rate. Nevertheless, the 
blame for inflation has been obses- 
sively heaped upon -fiscal- policy 
alone. 

The net result of recent practice 
has been that monetary expansion 
fluctuates “automatically* 1 with the 
business cycle, shrinking when ris- 
ing business activity cuts the fiscal 
deficit, and rising precipitously 
when a. recession cuts tax revenue. 
This monetary fluctuation rein- 
forces the role oT changes fat the 
fiscal deficit. Combined,' they would 
have a counter-cyclical effect, if 
they affected demand instan- 
taneously. However, since 
monetary expansion affects demand 
only with a considerable lag, the 
fluctuations actually destabilize the 
system. 

•This flip-flop effect is 
strengthened by the rigidity of in- 
terest rates on government bonds, 
regardless of changes in the size of 
the deficit to be financed. The rigid 
interest rates also imply that die 
money creation required for the 
deficit will fluctuate with the quite 
externa] changes in interest rates 
abroad. 

Furthermore, the policy of fixing 
the real exchange rate, by keeping 
nominal devaluation in Hne with 
domestic inflation, prohibits the use 
of the foreign exchange market as 
an instrument of monetary stabiliza- 
tion. In an economic boom, , the de- 
mand for foreign currency rises, so 
that its sate by the Rank of taneL 
-cute*ti»Jbmnestic 
recession* does jusMHe opporiteaft . 
•Now, one cannot serve two 
masters at the same time — both 
stability and the promotion of par- 
ticular objectives. So far, our 
monetary control has tried to do 
just that. The consequences for the 
country's macro-economic stability 
are now too obvious to be 
overlooked any further, even by our 
traditionally "non-economic” 
leadership. Indeed, it may even be 
worthwhile to consider a legal limit 
to the growth rate , of the nominal 
money supply. 

The ' key. to extricating the 
economy from hyperinflation lies in 
supplementing a policy of a gradual 
reduction in the nominal growth 
rate of monetary assets with a so- 
called incomes policy. 

This means no more and no Ins 
than a temporary direct restraint of 
price rises — ideally, a stepwise 
reduction in the permitted, rate of 
price increases over a period of, say, 
two years. A parallel slowdown in 
wage increases will result, either .by 
agreement or simply due to the 
automatic linkage system. 

When nominal monetary growth 
is cut back,. money demand follows 
and falls. However, the wage-price 
spiral displays a great deal of 
momentum, as a result of links to 
past rates of inflation and to in- 
flationary expectations. This 
protracted lag results in price rises 
absorbing ail or more of the slowed- 
down demand growth. Real demand, 
and output therefore shrink. 

World-wide econometric 
evidence shows that without the

supplemental braking action of an 
incomes policy,, a contractionary 
monetary policy makes -a recession 
virtually inevitable. The. most 
. dramatic example is provided by 
Britain, with its current unemploy- 
,ment rate of more than 10 per cent. 

The best time to have introduced 
'such a policy was in the fell or 
winter of- 1979, during the onset of 
our latest cyclical dip. The Treasury 
brushed this idea of a “package 
deal" aside at the time. It also ig- 
nored clear warnings that the rate of 
monetary expansion from 
November 1979 on was completely 
inconsistent with, its intended 
course of disinflation, arid would 
necessarily further accelerate infla- 
tion in late 1980. 

Bank of Israel Governor Arson 
Gafny “ publicly - proposed an in- 
comes policy in August 1980. “By 
* then, the short recession was just 
about to reyerse itself again — as a 
result of the explosion of monetary 
growth from November 1979 bn. 
Nevertheless, the adoption of ah in- 
. comes policy, even then, would 
have been better than further tem- 
porizing. 

My own estimate is that a cut in 
permitted price increases of 80 to 90 
per cent during 1981 would have 
been possible without stimulating 
growth in real domestic demand 
much beyond a feasible limit of 
about 10 per cent. We would then 
have been well placed to reduce the 
permitted price rises to, say, 40 per 
cent in 1982, maintaining a similar 
rate of teal growth. This assumes & 
complementary restriction of 
monetary expansion in .1981 to 
about 80 per cent. 

• Having pursued this course in. 
1981 and 1982, it would become 
possible to move on to price 
stability and an end to the price 


restraint. Such a rigid form ’ 
comes policy should only 
templated as a-teih 
emergency- measure.

More disturbing, he noted, was 
the fact- that the total turnovers of 
these companies had shown a 
growth of only one per cent in 1980, 
compared to 1979. 

But individual companies grew 
much faster. The fastest growth 
rates (not .deflated to take 133 per 
cent inflation into account) were 
chalked up by. Slilim Hula, 369 per 
cent: Koor Metals, 299 per cent; 
Iscar, 270; Koor Ceramics, 248; 
Mechanical Electrical Services, a 
subsidiary of Mekorot, 245; Mifalei 
Piada, 244; Schex, 242; Israel 
Petrochemicals,-' 237; Negev 
Phosphates, 226; and AIHan.ce 
Tires, also by 226 per cent. 

The smallest growth, of 41 per 
cent (much less than the index), 
went to Sol tarn, a Koor concern, 
which lost its Iranian markets. 

These 100 companies accounted 
for 55 per cent of all industrial ex- 
ports (excluding diamonds) m 1980. 
or a total of Si. 8 billion. Exports ac- 
counted for 34 per cent of their total 
production, although many ex- 
ported much more than others. 

Of the five largest companies, 
three are owned by the government 
(IAI, OQ Refineries, and Dead Sea 
Works), while of the remaining two, 
Tnuva is affiliated with the 
Histadrut and Tadiran is owned 50 
per cent (as noted) by Koor. 

The largest private company, 
number six, is Polgat. 

However, out of the 100, a total 
of 63 are private firms; 25 belong to

the Histadrut and kibbutz sectors, 
and only 12 (but among the largest) 
belong to the government. 

As for a classification according 
to branches of industry: 22 were ac- 
tive in the field of food processing; 
16 in metal works; 13 in chemicals 
and minerals; 12 in electricity and. 
electronics; I i in textiles; another 
11 in construction materials; six in 
wood and furniture, and four in 
animal feeds. The rest were spread 
among pharmaceuticals, publishing, 
and plastics and rubber. 

For another example, if the 34 
largest companies are extracted 
from the list, 11 belong to the 
government; ten to Koor; four to 
Clai; two each to Discount fn vest- 
ments, Milonit (a Haifa-based firm 
for the development of Haifa Bay 
settlements);, and to Granot, a 
regional group for agricultural set- 
tlements; with -three belonging to 
kibbutzim.

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Coalition steamroller 

THE FRIVOLOUS and -indecent haste -with which the coalition 
steamrollered the budget through the Knesset on Tuesday is another 
blow at Israel's democratic system. For the budget deliberations are, 
in all democratic systems, the heart of parliamentary control over the 
executive. 

Since the deed is now done, one can only hope that the fact that • 
the chairman of the Knesset Finance Committee, MK (and Rabbi) 
Shlomo Lorincz. got Treasury approval for an allocation of ISIOm. 
for his very own yeshivot, had nothing to do with the speed with 
which he pushed the budget through committee to its final reading. 

Three things are substantially wrong with this budget. In the first 
place, a responsible government should never submit a budget for an 
entire fiscal year, when it is as clear as the sun shines that even in the 
unlikely event of its being returned to power after a looming election, 
a new budget will have to be drawn up. The pretence of continuity 
implied by the Knesset's action is therefore just that — a pretence.- 

A responsible government would have exercised restraint and 
presented, in the spirit of realism, an interim budget for six months, it 
might, by doing .so. have won respect even from its opponents. 

Secondly, even minimal respect for parliamentary procedure 
should have induced the government to put a limit on its expen- 
ditures until the elections. This, indeed, is what Finance Minister 
Yoram Aridor promised when he first tabled his budget bill. 
However, the temptation must have been irresistible, so the finance 
minister, supported by the majority he is still able to muster, went on 
to renege on his promise to limit expenditures in the first quarter of 
the fiscal year to 18 per cent. Now, the sky is the limit. 

Thirdly, the government, dutifully followed by the parliamentary 
coalition, cynically rejected a proposal to restrict the extra-budgetary 
financial operations. These operations open the door for revenues, 
such as from the sale of state lands, that are outside the government's 
budget, and at the same' time allow the use of those funds for pur- 
poses that have never been discussed by the Knesset, and never will 
be. 

In an ideal situation of perfect understanding by the electorate, 
none of this would redound to the benefit of the present government. 
Unfortunately, the majority of the voters are apparently not even 
aware of what the budget means for the country as a whole, and for 
individual citizens. 

Those many Knesset members, however, who hope to receive 
another popular mandate for service in the House, yet who raised 
their hands in approval of this budget, must know the implications. 
They should hang their heads in shame, for they have now reduced 
.Jtheir august role as deliberative legislators to that of a mindless rub- 
ber stamp. 

Puzzling behaviour 

THE REPORT previously denied, officially and twice in a row, is 
now officially confirmed: Egypt has in fact been supplying arms and 
ammunition to Iraq in its war with Iran. This must have been done on 
direct orders of President Sadat, and apparently without the 
knowledge of even some of his closest political aides. 

Confirmation of the original report comes from Mr. Sadat himself. 
Talking to Egyptian newsmen on Journalists Day, the president in- 
sisted he was still opposed to the war among the Moslems in the Per- 
sian Gulf area. But, said Mr. Sadat, Egypt owed a debt of gratitude to 
Iraq for the air support it had extended during the 1973 October War 

— and later, when the Soviets imposed an embargo on the supply of 
their Kuna ground-to-ground missiles. 

This is an interesting explanation for a somewhat puzzling 
behaviour, but it opens up some fresh puzzlements that cry even 
more urgently for explanation. For example, was Egypt’s benevolent 
_ gesture motivated by any perceived Iraqi turn away from outright re- 
* jectionism, or was it wholly unrelated to any such aspect of peace 
politics in the region? 

Or, should Israel expect Egypt to be’ labouring, in a similar situa- 
tion perhaps involving Israel, under a similar debt of gratitude 
towards Syria for the far greater help which that citadel of rejec- 
tionism gave its one-time Egyptian ally in what Israelis still call the 
Yom Kippur War? 

The seriousness with which Jerusalem is apt to view this now ad- 
mitted shift in Cairo's policy will be compounded by the evident war- 
ming up in relations between Washington and Baghdad, as shown in 
the fact that some members of Secretary of State Haig’s travelling 
party in the area next week will be going to Iraq. In principle, of 
course, Israel can hardly object to such a move towards normaliza- 
tion of ties that were disrupted — by the Iraqis themselves, to be sure 

— back in 1967. 

But Israel does certainly have the right to query whether the inten- 
ded thaw will result in blunting or in sharpening the cutting edge of 
Iraqi rejectionism. 

One thing is pretty clear as it is. The vaunted strategic coordination 
in opposing Soviet aggression and subversion in the Middle East is 
going to be a much more complicated proposition than some people 
have assumed.

: Mac cabi star Earl Williams took the 
same line, but promised that if the 
team had to fight Sinudyne again, it 
would score an even greater victory. 

The replay was to take place in 
Finland, and El AI commentary fol- 
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lowed, saying that the airline would 
seek one-time landing rights for 
charter planes full of Israeli fans. 
The radio's weather expert added 
that the weather in Finland at this 
time of the year is very unstable, 
and that planes often have to be 
diverted to nearby Leningrad or 
Talinin in the Soviet Union, which 
could pose a rather serious problem 
for hundreds of Israeli fans. 

But the April Fool broadcast was 
topped by political comments from 
the Knesset's two young firebrands 
and sports fans — the Likud's Ehud 
Olmert and Labour's Yossi Sarid. 
Each charged that political motives 
were behind the decision, and 
charged the other’s party for spoil- 
ing Israel's relations in Europe. 

Only on the 8 a,m. news did all 
the excruciating arguments 
evaporate, when the radio an- 
nouncer read the relieving news 
that it was all an April Fool's joke 
and that the European Cup was still 
safely kept by Tel Aviv Maccabi. 


EXPORT OR DIE 

The upsurge in exports under the Likud regime has saved the 
economy from the worst blows of unemployment, .writes the 
Post’s DAVID KRIVINE. 


MR. BEGIN'S government, whose 
term of office is drawing to a dose, 
has won no applause from the 
public for its economic policy. It 
will be best remembered for having, 
horrifically, brought Israel’s infla- 
tion up from two figures to three. 
Yd it has one important success to 
its credit: the export drive. 

During the decades after World 
War Two, Britain and Israel faced 
the same problem: a chronic trade 
deficit. The remedy is applied in 
two stages. The first is to diminish 
demand on the domestic market. 
That creates unemployment. 

The second stage is to mop up 
this unemployment by boosting the 
export trade. Resources move from 
a shrinking market at home to a 
growth market abroad. Labour 
made redundant in bankrupt con- 
cerns find occupation in this new 
sector. Full employment is restored 
— with the foreign trade this time in 
balance; and all live happily ever 
after. 

In England, Stage One was suc- 
cessfully accomplished. Internal de- 
mand dropped so drastically that 
unemployment rose to 2.5m. 
persons, or 10 per cent of the labour 
force. 

But Stage Two failed to even- 
tuate. The new export industries 
have not so far emerged, and the 
unemployed remain on the dole. 
(Windfall dollar earnings from the 
North Sea oil are a complicating 
factor, making it perversely enough 
more difficult to correct the struc- 
tural imbalance.) 

Israel has been more fortunate. 
Stage One took place, creating un- 


employment. but simultaneously 
Stage Two was already under way, 
absorbing the surplus labour force 
on the local market and reducing 
sharply die joblessness that would' 
otherwise have assailed the 
economy. 

Figures tell the tale. Exports (of 
goods and services) have increased 
each year by the following amounts: 
Millions

1977 1,130 

1978 ' 1,047 

1979 1,438 

1980 1,810 

To be fair to Labour, this 

progress did not start with the Likud 
government; bnt 'it'did continue, 
and they consistently maintained a 
high rate of expansion in dollar 
earnings throughout their stay in 
power. 

The above rate of growth is mas- 
sive enough to represent a distinct 
structural change in the Israeli 
economy. From 1978 to 1980, ex- 
ports have climbed by S3 Kb., or 
almost 50 per cent. Assuming that 
half of that is added value, and 
deducting 15 per cent for 
augmented prices, we are still left 
with an increase — in the product 
created in Israel and sold for foreign 
currency — to the sum of IS 12b. (at 
1978 dollar prices), during a period 
of only 24 months. 

GOODS AND services to the value 
of IS 12b. do not grow on trees. Peo- 
ple were making and marketing 
them in 1980 who were not making 
or marketing them in 1978. Regret- 
tably there are no statistics showing 


how large a work force was added 
to the export branch. But the 
statistics available indicate the 
trends. ■ 

Output of food and beverages in 
Israel- rose in 1978-80 by five per 
cent. If we convert the Israel 
pounds into dollars (at the 
exchange-rate prevailing during the 
last quarter of 1978 and the last 
quarter of 1980), that is equivalent 
to an increase in turnover of 
S84.5m. The export of food and 
beverages mounted by 44 per cent 
during that same period, or S92.4m.- 

In other words the entire increase 
in output was accounted for by the 
increase in exports.- Had .exports 
remained frozen at their 1978 level, 
turnover would now be 5 per cent 
lower, and unemployment (visible 
and. invisible) in that branch would 
be greater by roughly - the same 
percentage. 

In textiles and clothing; output 
dropped between 1978 and 1980 by 
two per cent; yet happily exports 
soared by 88 per cent. The output 
decline, translated into foreign cur- 
rency, was $22m., the improvement 
in exports S 225. 5m. 

Had exports not risen, production 
in the textile .industry would have 
fallen not by two per cent, but by- 
something like 15 per cent. 

In chemicals, output did not 
change during die two-year period. 
The index was 100 in 1978 and 100 
in 1980. Yet exports more than 
doubled, yielding an increase of 
S381.5DL Had this saving grace not 
happened, the production of 
chemicals in Israel might have 
sagged by over 30 per cent •

the gross national product rose, in 
dollhr terms, from $12, 308m. m 
1978 to S 14,701m. in 1980, an in- 
crease of 19 per cent, of which 15 
per cent reflects price* inflation of 
the dollar, and 4 pec cent a real 
growth in .output. 

The increase comes to S2,493m.; 
but exports rose in that period by 30 
per cent more than that, dr 
53,245 m.

AFTER DECADES of dynamic 
achievement, classical Zionism has, 
in. the last few years, been 
leading the Zionist movement to a 
dead end in every major sphere of 
its endeavour, (t is time for the ad- 
vocates of radical Socialist Zionism 
to come to the fore to help save the 
.Zionist movement from itself. 

The truth of this analysis has been 
forcefully proven in the past few 
years. Aliya, especially from the 
West, has become a negligible fac- 
tor in Jewish life. Statistics do not 
contain the roots of this 
phenomenon, but merely evince the 
precipitous rise in assimilation and 
intermarriage..

major goals: peace, 'social and 
economic justice, and religious 
tolerance and pluralism.
